WAITING action of the board of directors of the Na- 

tional Automobile Dealers’ Assn. today is a plan 

which, it is hoped, will help solve the used car prob- 

lem for the industry. The idea was hinted at in a speech 

delivered at yesterday’s meeting of the members held in 

this city by General Manager Jack Frost, but action on 
it was reserved for board consideration.

WHILE DETAILS have not been sprung at this writ- 
ing, it is declared the policy is designed to give dealers 
a 20 per cent gross profit yearly on used car operations. 
This can be brought about, it is hoped, through factory 
co-operation to a certain extent; that is, if the factories 
will insist that their dealers maintain used car prices 
just as they do in the case of new cars, it is thought 
the Frost idea is workable.

OF COURSE, it is not expected that each trade-in will 
be tagged with a price and that price be assured. There 
will be a certain flexibility as to this but it is believed 
that over the year the dealer can get 20 per cent gross 
profit for his entire operations in this field. Where he 
loses on one sale he is expected to make up this loss on 
the next with his factory keeping tab on his operations. 
This may sound something like the Grecian language to 
the readers of the Pink, but when Jack Frost gives the 
directors both barrels at today’s meeting we will then 
get down to brass tacks as to how the idea may be made 
workable, and what it is all about. 

* o* * 

FROST GAVE the members at yesterday’s meeting a 
hint that something along these lines was brewing when 
he talked briefly on “No Profits, No Dealers.” He called 
the used car “the cancer of the automobile industry” 
and he opined there is no reason why dealers should 
take such heavy losses in this department. At this point 
he sprung the “20 per cent gross profit on used car 
operation.” It is expected the board today will put its 
stamp of approval on the measure but I’m looking for 
considerable discussion of the lowly trade-ins.

“MOST OF THE faults and flaws in our business are 
the result of the used car menace,” said Frost in his 
speech. “In planning to correct this vicious and basic evil 
we first must consider the laws of our land. Unless our 
method is legal, certain failure is before us. Next, the 
plan must be practical and useful. It must be of such 
long range as to be of permanency and employ emer- 
gency features as well, so that it can be used for imme- 
diate action and not subject to long delay. It has been 
amply proved that the reduction of used car loss need 
not reduce new car sales. 

“Our second step seems logical, We must adopt a 
principle. Gross profit has been predetermined and estab- 
lished in the new car department, in the parts depart- 
ment and in the labor department. Only one department 
remains where not a thought has been given to gross 
profit, and that is the used car department.” And Frost 
wound up with: “Our procedure is simple. We must 
adopt the principle and then set up the machinery. The 
principle is a 20 per cent gross profit in the used car 
department. It is legal for the factories to do this in 
other departments and we have in hand legal methods 
for obtaining this objective.”

AT TODAY’S MEETING of the directors, new officers 
for the ensuing year will be chosen.

Munn, secretary of the NADA since Vesper has been 

president, also will resign at today’s meeting, to return 

to Toledo and take up his private business there. John 
has been a volunteer under Vesper for the past three 
years at a considerable sacrifice to his own affairs. Like 

Vesper, he too feels that the future of the association

New car sales are generally reported hold- 
ing up while but there is still tendency to 
increase used car stocks as used car sales 
fail to keep pace with the new car de- 
mand. Definite action on a national used 


car program which is expected to prove a real help in 
conserving dealer profits is expected to be taken at the 
meeting of the National Automobile Dealers Assn. in 
New Orleans this week. Meanwhile the effects of the 
demise of AAA on farm purchasing power is still being 
discounted in most circles.

December, according to the Brooke, Smith 
& French national survey, showed the 
greatest single monthly gain for the entire 
year of 1935 in a general business way. The 
national business index, based on a survey 
in 147 trade areas showed a gain of 4 per cent from 22 
per cent below normal in November to 18 per cent below 
normal in December. Business at the end of December 
a year ago, according to this survey, was 36 per cent 
below normal, so that at the present time we are just 
about half as badly off as we were last year.

Returns on new passenger car sales for 
December from 16 states show a total of 
Sales 29,198 this year against 12,177 in the same 
170,000 states a year ago.
